Thus, tomorrow morning’s helicop- 
ter flight over Galilee and the Golan 
Heights — with one brief ianding 
in the area — 18 now uncertain, as 
are 8 press conference and a tele- 
vision interview, also scheduled for 
tomorrow. The press briefing expec- 
ted to be held by State Department 
spokesman Robert J. McCloskey at 
Beit in Jerusalem today is si- 
milarly in doubt. Nevertheless, news- 
men expected Mr. Rogers to make 
himself available to the press some- 
time before his departure, possibly 
early Saturday morning, at the Dan 
hotel in Tel Aviv, where he wiil be 
staying. 

NO CONFRONTATION NOW 

On the eve of Mr. Rogers’ depar- 
ture for Israel, governmental sour- 
ces ‘here pleaded for a “proper pers- 
pective,” in any assessment of the 
scheduled visit. Without necessarily 
withdrawing their predictions of pos- 
sible tough exchanges between the 
visitor and Israel leaders, sboukd Mr. 
Rogers press for further Israel con- 
cessions —for example on terms for 
the reopening the Suez — sources re- 
emphasized that there was no ground 
for anticipating an imminent con- 
frontation between the U.S. and Is- 
rael. Regardless of the attitude taken 
here toward any of Mr. Rogers’ spe- 
elfic policy proposals, the fact is 
that the Secretary represents Is- 
rael's one staunch supporter among 
the powers. The statements, reported- 
ly made by Mr. McCloskey in Cairo 
last night — for example, on 
Washington's determinetion to help 
maintain the balance of power in the 
Mid#e East — clearly attested to 
this, sources said. 

As to the results of Mr. Rogers’ 
‘Middle East trip thus far, the con- 
sensus among observers in Jerusa- 
lem appeared to be that they had 
fully justified the Secretary's ori- 
ginal warning against any expecta- 
tion of dramatic breakthroughs. 

There was some speculation also 
thet, by making the trip at this 
time — on the obvious premise that 
war loomed unless immediate pre- 
ventive measures were taken — Mr. 
Rogers may unwittingly have only 
ἘΠῚ ἃ an intransigence. 
Special reference was made here to 
the statement by the Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman in Cairo that Egypt 
had made no “further concessions” 
in the talks with Mr. Rogers. To the 
Egyptian mind, observers here note, 
Sadat’s offer to reopen the Canal 
without total Israel withdrawal is 
itself a major “concession.” It is not 
however so considered in Jerusalem.

Egypt last night stated that it 

had made “no concessions" to visit- 
ing U.S. Secretary of State William 
Rogers over the Suez Cana! and 
the genera] Middle East issues. Am- 
bassador Mohammed Riad, head of 
the Egyptian Foreign ‘Minister's 
Office. who is his country’s spokes- 
man at the current Rogers talks, 
said Egypt was abiding by the po- 
sition volced by President Anwar 
Sadat on May Day. 

Mr. Rogers’ spokesman, Robert 
McCloskey, described yesterday's 
talks, which lasted several hours, 
as “an active exchange of views, 
quite specific on elements for an 
overall settlement as well as an 
interim settlement which will be re- 
presented by the reopening of the 
Suez Canal.” 

He declined to give a detailed out- 
line of the ground that had been 
covered, except to say that it in- 
cluded the question of evacuating 
the Sinal peninsula, what forces 
might remain there, and the pos- 
sible demilitarization of the penin- 
sula. 

Mr. McCloskey said the U.S. was 
“not disappointed” that {t had re- 
ceived no new contributions from 
Israel to introduce into the discus- 
sions with the Egyptian officials. 

Mr. McCloskey told newsmen later 
that he hesitated to say progress 
hat been made: He said no blue- 
prints on frontiers or a timetable 
had been discussed.

The Director of the Egyptian 
Foreign Minister's office sald 30 
agenda has been drafted for today's 
talks, and that Sadat was prepared 
to discuss any topic Mr.

In his statement last night, Am- 
passador ‘Riad said Egypt had reas- 
serted that ἃ reopening of the Suez 
Canal will have to be 2 part of 
an overall settlement aimed at im- 
plementing the 1967 Security Coun- 
cH resolution. 

Mr. Rogers was due to meet hia 
‘Egyptian counterpart for the third 
time last night. Earlier in the 
evening Mr. Rogers called on the 
widow of Egypt's late President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

When asked if there had been 
Progress, Ambassador Riad said 
that “the real progress achieved 
by the talks was the clarification 
by each side of its views" on the 
Middle East crisis and the Suez Ca- 
nal reopening. The U.S. "wants to 
approach the problem in its own 
way," he said. 


NOT REPRESENTING ISRAEL 


Some of the points made by Mr. 
Rogers “were acceptable, while 
others may not be acceptable,” he 
added. The spokesman noted that 
Mr, Rogers had “emphasized more 
than once that he was uot speak- 
ing for Israel, but rather outlining 
the U.S. position.” 


Besides the official statements, the 
situation was complicated by a flow 
of reports from Cairo claiming that 
the Egyptians have come out with 
@ new plan proposing a settlement 
in stages. Even so, these reports 
failed to indicate a change in the 
Egyptian attitude. Some of them 
spoke of Egyptian preparedness to 
declare an end to belligerency on 
achieving a partial Israel with- 
drawal, and then sign a peace agree- 
ment on completion of total with- 
drawal, and a settlement with Jor- 
dan and Syria. Others said that 
Egypt would start clearing the 
Canal after a first-stage Israel with- 
drawal to El-Arish. Then the Canal 
would be opened when Israel with- 
drew from Sharm e-Sheikh while 
the U.N. envoy Dr. Gunnar Jarring 
negotiated a timetable for a com- 
plete Israeli withdrawal from all 
territories held since the war.

London says time not ripe’

LONDON (AP).—The British Gov- 
ermment yesterday came out in fay- 
our of a peace conference between 
the Arab States and Ismael, “with 
others present,” but sald the time 
for such a parley is not yet ripe.

This introduction was made by 
the president of the respected com- 
pany at a convention in Canada 
Six years ago and referred to Ya'a- 
cov ‘Eliav, 54, 2 Ueutenant-colonel 
in the reserves. The occasion was 
the opening of the Brinks »ranch 
in Israel. 

A former Irgun Zvai Leumi and 
later LHI leader, Mr. Eliav was 
indeed an expert bank robber and 
was twice arrested by the British 
C.LD. 

Appearances in this case are 
certainly deceiving, Seated behind 
his desk in ἃ modest Migdal Shaiom 
office one would expect him to 
discuss insurance rather than a 
new type of automatic shotgun just 
delivered to his guards and which 
he described with considerable en- 
thusiasm. 

Brinks armoured cars have be- 
come a familar sight on Israel's 
streets. They include a new model 
which, Mr. Eliav says, can stand 
up to practically any type of Hght 
automatic weapon, including the, 
Kalachnikov. The new model con- 
talns a separate compartment for 
the driver and his assistant. 

The Company now has a fleet of 
26 armoured cars amd about 100 
employees. 

“We handle all money transfers 
in the Jerusalem, Judea and Samaria 
districts on behalf of the Post Of- 
fice and dsraell Banks operating in 
the West Bank.” Brinks carries all 
of the Government’s cash — from 
Income tax to fresh-from-the-mint 
currency.

The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court, delivered on 
December i, 1970. 

While the respondent was serv- 
ing a one-year conditional sentence 
for an offence he had committed in 
1968, he was found guilty of hav- 
ing committed three additional. of- 
fences. which were all included in 


one indictment. The Tel Aviv Dis-. 


trict Court decided, however, not 
to implement the conditional im- 
prisunment in order to enable the 
respondent to be rehabilitated, un- 
der the care of a probation officer, 
and instead extended the period of 
the conditional sentence by two 
years. 

The State appealed against this 
decision, its representative arguing 
that under section 22 of the Penal 
Code (Modes of Punishment) (Con- 
solidated Version} Law, 1970, it was 
mandatory upon the court to im- 
'plement the original conditional 
sentence as the respondent had com- 
mitted more than one offence’ cont- 
rary to the conditions attached to 
the original sentence. ae Ἢ 

Section 22 of the Modes of Punish- 
ment Law provides that: “(a) The 
court which has convicted an ac- 
cused person of a further offence, 
and has not Imposed imprisonment 
for that offence, may, notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of section 21, 
instead of ordering the implemen- 
tation of the conditional imprison- 
ment, order, fer reasous which shall 
be recorded, an extension of the 
period of suspension for an addi- 
tional period uot exceeding two 
years if it is satisfied that in the 
clreumstances of the case it would 
not be just to implement the con- 
ditional imprisonment. (b) The court 
shall not exercise its power under 
| this section save in respect af the 
first conviction of the accused for 
a further offence.” 

Section 21 provides that: “Where 
ἃ person sentenced to conditional 
imprisonment is stlbsequently con- 
victed of 9 further offence, the 
court shall order the implementa- 
tion of the conditional imprison- 
ment.” ὃ 

In the appeal to the Supreme 
Court Mr. Barsela, Deputy State At- 
torney, appeared for the State and 
Miss B. Perchodnik’ for the res-

Young terrorists

NABLUS. — Sentences of up to 
20 years’ imprisonment were Impos- 
ed by a military court on Tuesday 
on four young local terrorists.

Kamal 
was also cleared of injuring the 
border policeman for lack of evi- 
dence, but was found guilty on all 
the other counts and was sentenc- 
ed to 20 years’ imprisonment. 
Hussam Akhroh, 19, and Abdul 
Karim Ramaha, 20, were each sen- 
tenced to seven years’ imprisonment, 
As the verdicts were read out, re- 
latives of the accused, especially 
Kamal's mother, burst into sobs and 
shouts and demanded to see the 
military governor. Defence lawyers 
said they would appeal the verdict 
to the Commander of Judea and Sa- 
marta.

EBAN INTERVIEW 


Te the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I found the long inter- 
view with Abba Eban (April 15) 
deeply disturbing. Mr. Eban appears 
to find the techniques of talmudic 
pilpul appropriate for questions in- 
volving Israel's survival. Thus, for 
example, he says that he distin- 
guishes between what is “desirable” 
and what is “indispensgble” for 
peace, He begins hy throwing out, 
as he says, a full peace treaty, 
presumably because it would be full 
of ali the “nonessential” terms and 
accompaniments of peace that nor- 
mal (less sophisticated! Foreign Min- 
isters think are required for a con- 
dition of “peace" to exist between 
states, Diplomatic relations, econo- 
mic trade, free movement across 
frontiers — these, according to Mr. 
Bban. are all very nice, but not 
“necessary” to peace. After all, 
says Mr, Eban, turning the tables 
in what must be an all-time exer- 
eise in casuistry, it would be 
wrong! for Israel to say she should 
not make peace with the Arahs if 
they did not agree to ali those 
nonessentiala, ff the Arabs don't 
agree to ali these “nonessentials” 
it means quite simply they don't 
want to make peace with Israel. 

Mr. Eban has indeed described a 
juridical state of relations between 
neighbours !n what he presents as 
the goal of Israel's policy. No eco- 
nomic relations, no diplomatic re- 
lations, no movement of individuals 
across frontiers — it is a state 
which Israel has known in the ten- 
year interludes between wars.

This ts, 
I believe, the first time the public 
can see and hear instruments as 
they looked and sounded to people 
thousands of years ago.” 

Mr. Gorali praised the aid and 
generosity of the collectors who 
helped make the exhibition possible, 
citing Dr. Ruben Hecht and Mr. 
Rudolf Jones, and foreign institu- 
tions, such as The Louvre and the 
British Museum, which forwarded 
Photographs and technical details 
of the anctent instruments. All in- 
struments are exhibited side by side 
with the archaeological, pictorial and 
published evidence which guided the 
craftsmen in their work. 

Most of the ancient world’s music 
instruments were first developed in 
the Euphrates Basin and adjoining 
countries by the Sumerians, Assyr- 
jangs and Babylonians, end from there 
spread to the Mediterranean area. 
including Egypt, Greece, and Eretz

“Musicians and their instruments 
crossed borders, rivers, deserts and 
the sea since 3,000 B.C. Our ex- 
hibition spans from that time down 
to the fifth century.
